Fork Tfastle of Q. C. 



An unknown man, who was evi- 
dently "beating his way" on the Cin- 
cinnati Southdrn railroad, fell or was 
thrown off a freight train at South 
Fork trestle some itme early Tuesday 
morning.

It was 
torn from a sack of flour evidently 
made at Dayton, Tenn., as it had a 
brand upon it to that effect. The 
body was buried at the expense of 
the county, as there was nothing by 
which it could be identified.
